REMARKS 

In accordance with the requirements of the non-final Office Action dated July 27, 2006, 
Applicants hereby make the following election of species and identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected species. 

ELECTION 

The non-final Office Action dated July 27, 2006 requests that Applicants "elect a single 
specifically named or completely defined quaternary ammonium compound for the antimicrobial 
compound as well as for the cationic surfactant." (See non-final Office Action dated July 27, 
2006, at p. 2.) The Office Action further requests that Applicants "elect a single specifically 
named or completely defined alkyl sulfate as the anionic surfactant and a single specifically 
named or completely defined amine oxide as the bridging surfactant." (See non-final Office 
Action dated July 27, 2006, at p. 2) In accordance with these requests, Applicants hereby elect 
the following: 

Antimicrobial compounds consisting of didecyl dimethyl ammonium chlorides; 
Anionic surfactants consisting of Cg alkyl sulfates; 
Bridging surfactants consisting of Cs amine oxides; and 

Optional cationic surfactants consisting of betaine C 8 alkyl trimethyl ammonium 
chlorides. 

Applicants believe that currently pending claims 1-3, 7-8, 10-13, and 23-32 read on the 
instant elected grouping, and therefore request prosecution of those claims on the merits. 
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CONCLUSION 



Applicants hereby elect the above described grouping for purposes of prosecution on the 
merits. Further, Applicants hereby elect pending claims 1-3, 7-8, 10-13, and 23-32 in light of the 
instant election. 

Applicants' election is made without prejudice to their right to file one or more divisional 
applications directed to any non-elected subject matter.
